Stilton cheese dates back to the begin- 
ning of the 1700s. It is only produced 
in the three counties of Derbyshire, 
Leicestershire, and Nottinghamshire, 
England, and is made exclusively with 
locally produced milk. Only six creameries 
are authorized to make Stilton, and they 
produce more than a million blocks of 





| cheese per year! It is made according to a 
process that has remained the same throughout the centuries. 


The cheese takes its name from the English village of 
Stilton. It was not made in Stilton, but it was sold there. 
Indeed, Stilton was an important stop for people traveling 
by coach during the 17005. Stilton was about a day's journey

from London (eighty miles). While 
the horses were changed, refresh- 
ments were served to the travelers, 
including some of the blue-veined 

cheese. And it became more and 
more famouse! 


Even today, Stilton is made by hand 
according to traditional methods. This 
is what distinguishes it from all other 
cheeses. For this reason, Stilton has been 
granted the status of “protected designa- 
tion of origin” (PDO). This guarantees 
that the product is made according to 
traditional methods. Therefore, Stilton 
cannot be made in any other part of the 
world! 


Special cheese knives were often used to serve 
Stilton (figures | and 2). After 1930, when 
Stilton cheese became more well-known, a new 
tool was introduced (figure 3). It had a pointed 
tip used to slice the cheese more evenly.

1. Preheat the oven to 350° Fahrenheit. 

2. Cut each potato lengthwise into 8 wedge-shaped pieces of 
equal size. 

3. Microwave the potato wedges on a paper towel for 3 to 5 
minutes, until just cooked. 

4. Combine the bread crumbs and grated Stilton cheese in a 
mixing bowl. 

5. Dip each potato wedge into the beaten egg, then into the 
bread crumb mixture. The bread crumb mixture will stick to 
the egg! Place the wedges on their backs in a roasting tray. 
6. Place the roasting tray in the oven and cook for 15 to 20 
minutes, until the potato wedges are crisp and 
brown.
